In accordance with General Wiokersham’s letter of 1 September 
1944, Divisions A and B of U.3. Group CO submitted Organization 
Charts of 'the German Ministries falling within their respective 
spheres* The Planning and Coordination Section was then directed 
to review these charts, alter them where necessary, prepare sup¬ 
plementary charts, and submit the whole in a uniform format. When 
called upon to undertake this work the Planning and Coordination 
Section had been working for some ti^e .on its own study of the Min¬ 
istries, and was therefore in a position to augment and clarify the 
information submitted to such an extent that many of the charts 
here presented .represent independent studies rather than revisions. 
A statement of the extent and nature of the alterations in the 
charts submitted bv Divisions A and B is given below, together with 

comments indicating which supplementary charts were made entirely 
by this office. '

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ITNISTERIAL COUNCIL FOR T FIE DEFENCE OF THE REICH

The chart was taken with onlv minor changes from the chart en¬ 
titled "German Economics and Associated Control,” developed by the 
Economics Branch and dated Ma Tr 1944. The structure of the Ministerial 
Council has not, however, been made subordinate to the Plenipoten¬ 
tiary for the Four Year Plan (Goering). It is thought that the 
situation is adequately represented by noting that Goering is Chair¬ 
man of the Ministerial Council for the Defence of the Reich. The 
distinction is an academic one since Goering holds both offices, but 
it seem3 that the Ministerial Council has a wider authority: "This 
council has become the normal legislator for all practical purposes; 
its decrees have the power of law and need not be countersigned ‘by 
Hitler. Its power is completely unlimited. The six members form 

the real War Cabinet of Germany.” (Page 33, Basic German Handbook).

Although the Reichsverteidigungskommissare have duties in con¬ 
nection with the regional structure of the Ministry fpr Armaments 
and War Production, they are the executive agents of the Ministerial 
Counoil for the Defence of the Reich, and are so shown on the chart 
prepared by this office.

A chart of Propaganda Organization submitted by the Division, 
no longer in our possession, was used as a point of departure for a 
first draft of. the chart’ submitted here/ * The present ohart repro- 
sents a thorough reworking of this draft without reference to the 
original chart prenared by the Division. An attempt was made to re¬ 
trieve the original chart for purposes of comparison, but it was un¬ 
successful. Hence no statement of likenesses and differences can be 
made. 


REICH I^NISTRY OF ECONOMICS 

The principal difference' between the chart drawn up by this of¬ 
fice and the several drawn up by the Economics Branch is in arrange¬ 
ment rather than completeness.- The Ministry of Economics has two 
types of organization under it, the one structural, the other func¬ 
tional. The structural side is made ud of the semi-public organiza¬ 
tion of Trade and Industrjr (Organization der Gewerblichen 
Wirtschaft); the functional side is made up of three groups of 
agencies, two of which, the Reich Offices (Reichsstellen) and Steer* 
ing Associations (Lenkungsbereiche) are governmental, and the other, 
the Reich Associations (Reichsvereinigungcn), semi-public. 

! 

The structural "Organization of Trade and Industry" is the self- 
governing organization of all trade and industry, and to it the Min¬ 
istry has delegated considerable power. But the Steering Organiza¬ 
tions, Reich Offices, and Reich Associations are used by the Ministry 
to coordinate and guide the structural organization; it is thought • 
that the method of charting U3ed by this office shows this more 
clearly than a horizontal array of offices. 

It is, moreover, thought that the present arrangement shows 
clearly the penetration of the Ministry of Economics by the Ministry 
of Armaments and War Production as well as the fact that the groups 
of functional agencies mentioned above are among the principal media 
through which the penetration is accomplished. The showing of this 
situation in the chert of the Ministry of Economics has been comple¬ 
mented by the inclusion of those same agencies in the chart of the 
Ministry for Armaments and War Production. 

Some explanation of the present treatment of cartels is neces¬ 
sary. Cartels have been subjected to considerable regulating action 
in the past few years. Where Reich Associations exist the cartels 
have been absorbed into them; in other cases cartels have been dis¬ 
solved, integrated with the Reich Groups.(Reichsgruppen), or com¬ 
bined in new national cartels, whose functions approximate those of 

the Reich Groups. It is assumed that these new national cartels 
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(and possible others) are subjected to certain direct controls from 
the Ministry. Hence a special box is provided for them. 


REICH MINISTRY FCR ARTAjrSNTS AND MAR FHODUCTTON . 

1. Two special deputies to Speer are added to our chart: 

Deputy for Metal Substitutes and Deputy for Inland Navigation for Oc 
cupied and Annexed Territories, (ASF M-356-2 T).

2. Following M-356-2 T, the top structure of•the Ministry is 
divided into three parts: The bureaucratic sector, the self- 
governing sector, and corporations. The chart submitted by the 

Division does not give as much prominence to the corporations.

3. The Division's chart divides the departments into two 
groups: The bureaucratic sector and the production departments. 
Actually, all the departments belong to the bureaucratic sector of 
the Ministry. It is the intention of ASF M-356-2 T so to describe 
them, and it is probable that this part of the Division's chart is 
a misrepresentation (see p. 8-9). . 

4. The specific elaboration of the Building Construetipn.Main 
Committee under the Building Department of the Ministry i3 omitted 
from our chart since it is assumed that this particular elaboration, 
is a kind of case study which could be made for other departments as 
well. Applying it to Building alone tends to disturb the balanoe of 
the total picture. 

5. Since the Armament Commissions are the kc^ regional groups 
for the Ministry's control of war economy, they arc indicated 
centrally on our chart. 

6. The National Defense Commissions, since they are concerned 
more particularly with civil economy are placed to the side and at¬ 
tached, more properly we assume, directly to the Ministerial Council 
for the Defense of the Reich.

7. It is felt that to show the Armament Inspector as jointly 

under the authority of OKW and the Ministry and as functioning as 
chairman of the Armament Commission represents a useful addition on 
our chart (M-356-2 T). 


REICH MINISTRY OF LABOR 



The chart prepared by the Labor Section, Labor and Displaced 
Persons Branch, v;as a complete and detailed one. The principal 
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ohanges introduced by this office were intended to bring the chart 
into conformity with the present set, and to bring it within pre¬ 
scribed space limitations. The treatment given the Organization of 
Social Insurance is somewhat more compact in the present chart, and 
the partial jurisdiction of the Minis trjr of Labor over the Labor 
Courts has been added.

•This chart is almost entirely the product of this office. Some 
help was received from MEW, and several consultations were held with 
an El? specialist of the Food and Agriculture Section, Economics 
Branch.

1. The control lines in the submitted chart make it annear that, 

while Prussian Provinces are divided into Regierungsbezirke, ff none of 
the Lander is 30 divided. The fact is that certain of the Lander 
(for examnle, Bayern) are divided into Regierungsbezirke, and an ad¬ 
ditional line has been added to show this. • 

2. In the chart of the Financial Branch the line of control to 
the Hauptzollamter comes out of the Personnel and Administration De¬ 
partment of the Oberfinanzprasident, and the line of control, to the 
Finanz&mter out of the Head Cash Office of the Oberfinanzprasident. 

The line..of control has been redrawn in the present chart to show 
that many of the Departments of the Oberfinanzprasident (for example, 
the Customs, Duties and Consumption Taxos Department^ participate in 
the supervision of the Finanzamter and the Hauptzollamter.

The Su¬ 
preme Hereditary Farm Court, under the control of the Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture, has also been added, since it is the aopeal 
court for the Hereditary Farm Courts, which fall under the. Ministry 
of Justice.

While the latter pre¬ 
sents only the Departmental structure, the present chart deals also 
with the regional level, many subsidiary and advisory bodies, and 
several high level authorities, such as the Inspector General of 
Roads, the Reich Commissioner for Ocean Shipping, and transport 
authorities under the Four Year Plan, that have usurped or permeated 
some of the Ministry T s functions. 


REICH MINISTRY OF POSTS 

1. In the interest of uniformity the advisors to the Minister 
and State Secretary have been omitted; a separate box for the Min¬ 
isterial Office has been omitted. 

2 . The two printing offices and the Charitable Institute have 
been.dropped to a less conspicuous position on the chart, as would 
seem more consistent with their importance. It is true that these 
offioes are introduced, in Taschenbuch with the phrase, "dera Reichs- 
postminister unterstellt, ,f but in the absence of an emphatic 
"unmitt elbar.” no special significance is .attached to this designation.

3 . In view of the write-up of the Reichspostzentralamt given in 
the German Country Unit's Handbook for Military Government for 
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Germany, this office has boen raised to the level of the departments 
and given a special line of attachment to the central line of author¬ 
ity from the Minister. 


4. Ttad Postal Commissioners, for Ostland and Ukraine, have been 
added (ASF M 356-2, Page 163). 

5. A'lino of influence (to Department VII) from the Air Min¬ 
istry has been added. 

6 . Regional Postal Directorates have not been enumerated. 


FOREIGN OFFICE 

This chart is substantially the same as that submitted by the 
Political Branch. Three offices in the Geschaftsbereich of the Min¬ 
istry have been added, and the partial supervision of one of them, 
the Reich Office for Foreign Trade, by the Ministry of Economics, has 
been indicated in the present chart. There has also been a change 
made in the number of departments. The sources used by this office 
disclosed the existence of a department not shown in the chart sub¬ 
mitted by the Political Branch. In place of News and Press Depart¬ 
ment and the Information Department, the Political Branch gives only 
one Department, called Information and Press. After consultation, 

the Political Branch concurs in our treatment.

INTRODUCTION 


This is the second edition, in two parts, of "Organization Charts of the German Ministries and Central 
Agencies'' (Entitled in the first edition: "Organization Charts of the German Ministries and Ministerial Level 
Authorities. ") The charts have been considerably revised and expanded by Planning Coordination Section in 
cooperation with the various Divisions of U. S. Group CC and with the aid of agencies mentioned under 
"Sources." The scope of Part 1 (Non-Military) is essentially the same as that of the first edition. Two charts 
have been added: the Office of the Four Year Plan and Central Reich Authorities (which replaces the inde¬ 
pendent chart of the Ministerial Council for the Defense of the Reich). The Reich Air Ministry appears in 
Part II (Military) which covers OKW, OKH. OKM and the Air Ministry (including OKL). 

Several considerations should be kept in mind in making use of these charts: 

1. The German ministries are changing structures. In at least one case, the Ministry for Armaments 
and War Production, changes occurring late in 1944 have not been represented (except by note), 
partly because data on them are inadequate and partly because it is assumed that a number of 
such recent alterations in this and other ministries are improvisations under stress and do not clearly 
reflect the structure and function of government during its period of effective operation. 

2. Since each ministry, except Interior, has been limited to one page, it has not always been possible 
to include all sub-offices and all affiliated agencies. 

3. Although every effort has been made to show regional structure down to Gau and Bezirk level, 
offices lower than these have, in some cases, been omitted. 

4. Major control channels from the various Reich-level Commissioners. Commissioner-Generals, and 
Inspector-Generals to the ministries and parts of ministries have been shown on the appropriate 
ministerial charts, but it is probable that the ramifications of their power have not been 
fully presented. 

5. Not included in these charts are the Protectors, Governors, and Commissioners for ihe administra¬ 
tion of occupied territory, and the Ministry for the Occupied Eastern Territories. 

It was considered useful to make a rough distinction between the Ministries as they now exist (includ¬ 
ing the Ministries of Propaganda and Ecclesiastical Affairs) and the controlling authorities and Party 
agencies extraneous to these ministries (including as "extraneous" the war-time Ministry for Armaments and 
War Production). The former have been represented in black; the latter in red. Although all structures in 
red represent either war-time expedients or Party agencies and are, for the most part, destined for abolition, 
it does not follow that all structures in black are to be retained.

INTRODUCTION 


The following Organization Charts of the German Ministries and Ministerial 
level authorities have been prepared from sources listed below. With a few ex¬ 
ceptions all Ministerial leyel authorities are represented in this series. In 
order that the scope of these charts be properly understood it should be noticed 
that the following authorities are not covered: The four Chanceries, the High 
Command of the Armed Forces (OKV), the Air Ministry, the “Protectors, 1 * Governors, 
and Commis b loners administering occupied territory, and the Ministry for the Occ¬ 
upied £astern Territories. There is no separate chart for the Four Tear Plan, 
since it is not amenable to such treatment, but where it controls a German Min- 
istry in whole or part the Plenipotentiary for the Four Year Plan or one of the auth¬ 
orities subsidiary to him is shown on the chart of the Ministry in question. The 
same treatment has been given the many Commissioners and General Inspectors directly 
under Hitler. Thus, neither the Inspector General of Roads nor the Reich Commis¬ 
sioner for Ocean Shipping have charts of their own, but both are shown as controll¬ 
ing elements on the chart of the Ministry of Transport. All the most important of 
such officials have been covered to this extent at least. 

Each of the Ministries has been limited to one page with the exception of 
the Ministry of the Interior. To depict this Ministry on one page would have re¬ 
quired an undesirable abridgement. 

It was considered useful to make a rough distinction between the Ministries^ 

* By “Ministries** is meant all Reich Ministries, the Reichsbank Directorate, 
the Supreme Auditing Office of the Reich (Rechnungshof), and the Reich Office 
for Spatial Planning.
